flcatM 
are Redeemed. 


Froai the official regnlations of the 


Uaited States in relation to the method 
and limit of redemption of mutilated 
United States notes and silver certifi- 
cates, we select the following : 


United States notes and silver certifi- 


cates to "the extent of one-tenth, bat 
•ot two tenths, are redeemable at nine- 
tcnth* of their full Uee value, two- 
tenths and not three tenths at eight- 
tenths of their face value, three-tenths 
but not lour tenths at seven-tenths of 
their face valac. Fragments each con- 
stituting clearly one-half are redeema- 
ble at one-hull the full facn value of 
the whole nates or certiEcates. 


Fragments less than half are redeem- 


ed only when accompanied by an affida- 
vit executed in accordance with the re- 
quirements of 
Paragraph 9, except 


whea together they constitute more than 
one-half a note and it appears from the 
fragments themselves or from an affida- 
vit made in conformity to Paragraph 9, 
that they are actually parts of one orig- 
inal note or certificate. 


Paragraph 9 provides that notes and 


certificates mutilated as described in 
the preceding paragraphs, accompanied 
by an affidavit made from the owner and 
such other persons as may have know! 
edge of tho facts, that the missing por 
tioos have been destroyed, arc, if the 
proof furnished is satisfactory, redeem- 
ed at their full face value. The affida- 
vit most stale the cause and manner of 
mutilation, and must be sworn and sub- 
scribed to before some officer qualified 
to administer oatlm, and who must affix 
his official seal tbcroto, and the charac- 
ter of the affiants must be certified to 
be good by some magistrate or other 
public officer. 
The treasurer will exer- 


cise such a discretion under this regu- 
lation as may seem to be needful to 
protect the United States from fraud.

The anxiety manifested to get coal and 
to have it at once J-howa the really pit- 
iable condition of the coal market just 
now, and it is really just cause for ap- 
prehension for the future should the 
trouble of want of water or other causes 
continue to limit production. Several 
of the companies declare themselves in 
the possession of more orders now than 
they can fill hence to tho close of the 
year, though they should not accept a 
single new one.
